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DETAILED ACTION 
Etection/RBStriction 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 
121: 

i. 'claims 1 -7 and 25-30, drawn to an apparatus and method for 

coliecting equipment status and other data via a card reader, a part 
counter, a mode switch, an interactive screen, and a processing 
device, classified in dass 702, subclass 182. 

II. Claims 8-17 and 31-33, drawn to a system and method for general 
data transmission between a plurality of slave devices and a master 
device via polling, classified in either class 710, subclass 44 or 46, 
class 340, subclass 3.51 , or class 370. subclass 346. 

III. Claims 18-24, drawn to a method involving cost comparisons of 
actual and scheduled production costs, dassified in class 705. 
subclass 400. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following 
reasons: 

Inventions I. II and II are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1 ) the 
combination as dairned does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed for patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in 
other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as 
daimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed 
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because collecting equipment status data and other data may occur through a 
variety of means, not just those listed above, and this data may be 
communicated in a variety of ways, not just through polling in a master/slave 
system as claimed, and various cost comparisons can be made in variety of 
ways using a variety of acquired data. The subcombination has separate utility 
such as communication of numerous types of other data, e.g. monitoring of any 
remote device or devices; and cost comparisons may be made in a variety of 
settings, e.g. government operations. 

3. . Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. A telephone call was not made to Applicant because the above restriction 
requirement is considered complex.
